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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant has established the date of 
conception prior to December 23, 1998 by presenting a slide show presentation dated October 26, 1998. In addition a first working 
prototype was completed in June of 1999 as established by the applicants' declaration along with a second working prototype completed 
in August 1999. Since all features of the claimed invention are included in the second working prototype, it is considered that the actual 
reduction to practice occurred in August of 1999 based on the features described in exhibit D provided in the declaration. Therefore the 
timeline from conception to reduction to practice shows a six-month period between the slide show presentation of the conceived idea and 
the first working prototype. The applicant states in item 6 of the declaration that various components of the idea were worked on prior to 
the completion of the first working prototype in June of 1999. Therefore the examiner requests that the applicant provide dated evidence 
showing the applicant had indeed been diligent in the period between October 26, 1998 and June of 1999 showing dated material of the 
applicant working on various components of the implementation as stated in figure 6 of the declaration. 
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
